Odd  Fellowship  having  ini-reased  so  rapiflly,  tuA 
spread  its  organization  from  th«  Atlantic  far  out  on  the 
bosom  of  the  Paf'ifio,  within  a  few  yean,  has  na+uralJy 
attracted  the  attention  of  nearly  all  classes  of  th«  com> 
mauity. 

Fifty-one  years  have  scarcely  passed  gince  the  birth  of 
Aracrican  Odd  Fellowship,  and  now  oyer  three  hundred 
thousand  men  are  among  its  votaries.  It  cannot  be  said 
that  its  growth  was  tlie  result  of  accident,  or  in  conse- 
quence of  its  novelty 'for  it  was  solely  became  tf  its  adap* 
tatiou  to  the  wants  of  man]<  ind.

And  in 
obedience  to  these  ciommands  nearly  one  million  dollars 
have  been  expeu'^'ed  during  the  past  year  for  these  noble 
purposes.  Yet  »»d(l  Fellowship  is  n')t  a  mere  benollcial 
society,  having  for  its  single  purpose  the  relief  of  it« 
members  in  the  struggles  incident  to  human  society- 
It  Meks  to  impiove  and  alevate  the  character  of' man— to 
imbue  him  with  proper  conceptions  of  his  capabilitie» 
for  good,  to  enlighten  his  mind  and  enlarge  the  sphere 
of  his  affections.  It  therefore  commends  itself  alik«i  to 
thehii<h,the  low,  the  rich,  and  the  poor,  as  one  of  the 
noblest  charities  the  world  ever  saw.

ITio  language  of  our  Order  is  more  potent  than  any 
strain  of  eloquence  that  ever  fell  up^n  the  ear.    A  stran- 
ger, penniless  and  friendless,  in  a  foreign  Jand,  breathes 
its  tones,  and  his  necessities   are    relieved.    Sickness 
comes    and  lays  its  paralyziug    hana  upon    him    and 
tlB&ugh  no  friends  cr  relaiives  are  near,  a  brother  of  tin 
*'Mystic  Tie"  administers  to  his  wants,  and  soothes  hi* 
distresses.    The  sick  among  our  own  brethren  are  not 
left  to  the  cold  hand  of  public  charity;  they  are  visiled 
and  tlieir wants  provided  for,  out  of  tl.efunds  they  them- 
selves have  contributed  to  raise,  and  which,  in  times  of 
need,  they  can  honorably  claim  without  the  humiliation 
of  sueing  for  public  or  individual  relief,  froin  which  the 
t'reeborn  ii,ind  recoils  with  disdain,  until  overwhelmed  iu 
inaufferable  want  and  misery.    We  are  obliged,  if  net'A 
be,  to  perform  the  last  solemn  offiee  to  the  remains  of  a 
departed  brother,  and  see  them  cons igaed  with  respect- 
luij  decency  to  the  bosom  of  our  mother  earth.    To  the 
Hying  our  fraternal  solicitude  is  no  less  exercised.    It  is 
our  enjoined  duty  to  watch  over  the  coniuct  of  bretlwea 
even  in  their  common  inti     ourse  -with  men,  as  well  as; 
©ne  with  another;  and  to  remeastrate  with  those  whoi 
winder  from  the  paths  of  rectitude,   or  trespass  on  the. 
rules  of  moraliiy. 

It  hag  been  said  that  oura  is  a  secret  Order,  ainl  that 
secrecy  is  disconsonant  with  innocence,  True  it  is,  that 
we  are  in  part  a  secret  society;  but  is  secrecy  a  crime' 
The  world  itsslf,  the  universe,  the  God  of  eternal  truth) 
are  surrounded  with  an  irapenetiable  veil  that  no  aortal 
ey^  e/er  pierced;  and  shall  it  be  denied  that  thcso  exi*s 
because  their  secrets  ares  not  revealed  at  our  bid(fin«j;? 
Shall  we  pronounce  them  evH  because  their  operations 
are  hidden  from  our  view  ard  above  our  comprehension  ? 
iro  far  froni  secrecy  being  an  objection  to  our  Order  we 
claim  it  as  a  reccmmendption.  It  is  the  mystic  tie  that 
biads  us  togbth<sr  in  indissoluble  brotheihood,  prompting 
us  to  deeds  of  brotherly  love  and  benevolence;  it  comes 
and  entwines  itself  around  our  fraternity  like  the  re- 
treshing,  yet  invisible  breeze  t'lat  at  summer  noontide, 
lans  our  burning  forehead,  inv^igorating  the  svstem  with 
its  coolness,  and  gladdening  our  hearts  with  its  freah- 
ucfsand  puiity.

For  the  purpose  ofensining,  as  much  as  possible, 
vmformityin  the  administraHon  of  the  privileges, 
honors,  and  benefits  of  the  Independent  Ofdef  of 
Odd  Jyellows  within  its  jurisdiction,  the  *^  Grand 
^Gdge  of  Ontcino  >>.~the  Superior  Tribunal  of  all 
l.odges  within  the  limits  of  the  Provineo  ajOn- 
tarir-do'h  hereby  crdatn  the  fnllowins:  Articles 
as  the  Qonstitution  of  all  the  Subordinate  Lodgei 
^      %oorA:tng  imd^r  its  i^nmediate  jurisdiction. 

_      ARTICLE   I.— TITLE  A^'D   POWERS 

This  Lodge  shall  be  constituted  of  atleasi 
five  members  of  the  Scarlet  De<yre«  and 
shall  be  hp^Ied  and  entitled,  ^''  HuRosr 
Lodge  Ko.  62,  L  O.  of  O.  F.  of  Ontario/' 
and  shall  possess  the  full  powers  snd  privi- 
leges of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  holding  alceal 
unreclaimed,  and  valid  charter,  duly  ^rant- 
ed  and  formally  presented  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario. 

ARTICLE   II. — MEMBERSHIP.

Clause  2. — Every  proposition  for  mem' 
bership  must  be  submitted  in  writing  by  ft 
brother  of  this  Lodge,  and  must  state  thw 
name  of  applicant,  and  his  residence,  age  and 
occupation,  supported  by  a  references  of  & 
least  one  other  member  of  the  Lodge. 

Clause  3.— The  proposition  so  made  shall 
be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  brothers, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  N. 
G.,  and  one  by  the  V.  G.,  and  who  shall  re- 
port thereon  at  the  next  meeting. 

Clause  4.— A  ballot  shall  be  taken  on 
the  proposition,  immediately  after  the  pres- 
entation of  such  report;  when,  if.  less  than 
three  black  balls  be  found,  the  Candidate 
ghall  be  accepted  ;  if  three  or  mare,  he  shall 
be  rejected,  and  so  declared. 

Clause  5,— Any  Brother  or  Ancient  Odd 
Fellow,  desirous  of  joining  this  Lodge,  must 
present  a  Card  of  Clearanse  from  the  Lodge 
of  whi«h  he  was  previously  a  Member  ;  and 
his  application  shall  be  then  disposed  of  ac- 
cording to  the  above  regulations.         ^ 

Clause  6.— Every  member,  on  his  ad- 
mission shall  si2jn  a  promise  to  support  and 
abide  by  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of 
this  Lodge,  and  pay  all  legal  demands  against 
him,  8o  long  as  he  shall  remain  a  Member.

ARTICLE   IV—  SESSIONS,  TERMS  AND  RETURNS. 

Sessions, 

Clause  L^—This  Lodge  shall  hold  its 
meetings  weekly  or  semi-monthly,  on  such 
evening  and  at  such  time  as  may  be  provid- 
ed by  its  By-laws;  provided  always  that  as 
decided  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  twenty-six  nights  service  be  required 
as  the  term  of  oifice. 

Clause  2.— Special  Sessions  may  be  called 
by  the  N.  G.,  such  notice  thereof  being  giv- 
en as  may  be  required  by  the  By-laws  of  the 
Lodge.  The  notice  shall  contain  th«  par- 
ticular reason  for  calling  the  same,  and  no 
business  but  that  expressed  in  such  notice 
■hall  be  entered  upon  at  such  special  meet- 
ing. 

Clause  3. — No  business  shall  bo  transact* 
ted  at  any  regular  or  special  meetinsf  unless 
at  least  fire  members  of  this  Lodge  be  then 
I)resent;  nor  otherwise  than  according  to 
the  Rules  of  Order,  annexed  to  this  Consti- 
tution. 

Clause  4. — Members  of  other  Lodges 
may  be  admitted  as  Visitors,  provided  they 
give  the  Pass- Word  for  the  Term,  or  are 
introduced  by  an  Officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  5.-— This  Lodge  shall  have  nopow- 
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er  to  resolve  itself,   at  any  time,  into  Com-  1  •imr 
,    mittee  of  the  Whole,  .  i  ^l 

TERMS. 

Clause  6.— The  terms  of  this  Lodge  shall 
he  Semi-Annual,  and  shall  commence  on  the 
first  regular  meetinor  in  July  and  January 
respectively:  should  the  D.  M.,  P.  S.,  cr 
Physician,  be  elected  semf-annually,  their 
terms  shall  commence  at  the  first  regular 
meetings  in  July  and  January  respectively; 
and,  if  annually,  then  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  July. 

Clause  7.— Every  Term  shall  be  held  to 
close  on  the  day  on  which  the  s  .icceeding 
one  may  commence. 

.        RETURNS. 

CLAUSfi  8.— Ifc  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
last  Past  OflScera  to  prepare  and  forward  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  Ontario  immediately 
on  the  expiry  of  th^ir  Term  of  Office,  a  re- 
gular Return  of  the  work  of  such  term,  with 
the  result  of  the  Election  of  Officers,  &c.

EULES  OF  ORDER. 


HuLifi  I. — As  soon  as  the  Presiding  Officer 
Bliall  have  takcti  the  chair,  the  Officers  and 
Brothers  present  shall  take  their  respective 
Btations,  and  the  Lodge  shall  then  be  opened 
in  ancient  form. 

Rule  II. — The  order  of  procedure  after' 
opening  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.— The  calling  of  the  Roll  »f  Officers. 

2, — The  consideration  of  any  excuses  which 
liiay  be  offered  by  Absentees  from  previous 
meetings. 

3. — The  reading  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  last  Lodge  night;  the  consid* 
eration  of  any  objections  which  may  be  made 
to  any  part  thereof,  and  their  approval,  with 
or  without  amendment,  as  the  case  may  re* 
quire. 

4. — The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any 
Reports  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or 
from  any  Brother  who  may  have  to  report 
the  fact  of  any  Brother  being  sick  or  in  dis* 
tress. 

5. — The  Nomination  or  Election  of  Officers 
on  the  evenings  designated  for  such  Nomina* 
tion  or  Election, 
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^.— -The  receiving  and  consideration  of 
Reports  of  Committees  on  Character  and 
ball)iing  thereon. 

7.— The  Initiation  of  Candidates  for  mem- 
harship. 

8.— The  receiring  of  Propositions  for 
membership  and  their  reference  to  Commit- 
tees on  Character. 

9. —The  receivinfir  and  consideration  of  any 
Reports  of  Officers  of  Standing  Committees, 
which  may  require  to  be  made  in  pursuance 
ofi;he  By-laws, 

1^- — The  receiving  and  consideration  of 
any  Reports  of  Special  Committees  in  the  or- 
der of  their  seniority. 

!!• — The  reading  and  consideration  of  ac- 
counts and  other  communications  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary. 

12.— Good  and  w«ilfare:  being  first.  Unfin- 
ished Business,  in  order  of  priority  at  former 
meetings;  and  secondly,  Nesv  Biisiness. 

13.— -The  Closing  of  the  Lodge. 

Rule  III.— Any  member  offering  amotion 
must  do  so  in  writing,  if  a  request  be  made 
to  that  effect  by  the  Secretary,  the  Presiding 
Officer,  or  the  Lodge. 

Rule  IV.— No  question  shall  be  put  by 
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and  seconded;  nor  be  open  for  consideration 
till  BO  put:  and  when  put,  no  other  motion 
shall  be  receiyable,  unless  it  be  a  motion — 

1. — ^^To  adjourn; 

2.— To  lay  on  the  table; 

3. '-To  put  the  previous  question; 

4. — To  postpone; 

5. — To  refer;  or 

6. — To  amend. 

These  several  motions,  if  made,  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  above  stated,  and 
the  first,  second  and  third  thereof,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

Rule  T.—The  Previous  Question  shall  be 
put  from  the  Chair  only  after  it  is  ascertain- 
ed that  the  call  therefor  is  sustained  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  pres- 
ent, and  then  shall  al^iays  be  put  in  the 
words  following  -^^ Shall  the  question  he  now 
putV^  Di^ich  words  shall  be  understood  to 
have  reference  to  whatever  question  may  be 
pending  before  such  call  for  the  previous 
question  may  have  been  so  made. 

RuleVI. — If  the  vote  of  the  Lodge  taken

—When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled, 
the  question  shall  first  be  taken  on  the  high- 
est  sum  or  number,  and  longest  or  latest 
time  proposed. 

Rule  IX.—The  Yeas  and  Nays  shall  be 
taken  and  recorded,  on  the  call  of  any  mem- 
ber, duly  seconded. 

Rule  X.— A-iter  any  question,  except  that 
of  indefinite  postponement  or  th^  previous 
question,  may  have  been  decided,  and  two 
members  having  voted  in  the  majority  may, 
at  the  same  or  next  regular  meetiner  moyefor 
are-consideration  thereof;  but  no  discussioa 
on  th»  main  question  shall  be  allowed  upon 
fiuch  motion. 

Rule  XI. — Any  question  decided  by  the 
Lodge,  shall  not  again  be  brought  before  it,.^ 
otherwise  than  by  re-consideration,    as  pro-

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thereof  shall  have  been  given  at  the  meeting:

BtjleXII. — Every  Member  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  speaking  twice  on  any  ques- 
tion, but  notoftfjner,  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Presiding  Oflicer. 

Rule  XIII. — Any  brother  intending  io 
speak  on  a  question,  shall  rise  in  his  place, 
and  respectf  (illy  address  the  Presiding  Of- 
ficer, confining  himself  to  the  question,  and 
avoidiufij  personalities;  and  should  more  than 
one  Brother  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  Presiding  Oflicer  shall  determine  which 
is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Rule  XIV. — The  Presiding  Officer,  or  any 
Member,  may  call  a  Brother  to  order  while

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Kuld  II.,  fcrthe  remainder  of  the  meeting^ 
may  at  any  time  be  carried  by  an  unani* 
moiis  vote;  or  if  as  many  as  seven  members
